Young Adams County 
Woman Is Strangled 
By Unknown Assailant 


York city and county authorities today pressed an in­ 
tensive search for the murderer of Miss Kathryn Moose, 
28-year-old Adams county woman, whose body was found 
early Sunday morning in a field along an alley at the rear of 
the Julius dairy plant in W est York. 
Investigators said the woman had been strangled to 
death. 
Eight hours after the body was found the woman was 
identified as the eldest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles C. 
Moose, Aspers ll. I. 
She had been employed in York as a 
maid for several years and visited her home in Bull Valley, 
about two miles east of Centre Mills, Tyrone township, only 
once in several months. 
Truck Driver Finds Body 
-The family learned of the tragedy early Sunday after­ 
noon when York county police officials visited their home. 
Two younger brothers of the victim of the tragedy accompa­ 
nied the officers to York to aid in the probe and arrange to 
have the body brought to the Deatrick Brothers’ funeral 
home here to be prepared for burial. 
The body was found about 3:30 o’clock by Elmer K. 
Hartman, a truck driver for Howe’s dairy, who went to the 
Julius dairy to make a special delivery.

charges of partisanship toward any 
union or prejudice against any em­ 
ployer, took exception today to all 
proposed amendments to the Wag­ 
ner act, but nevertheless suggested 
further consideration be given four 
fundamental changes. 
In a 40,000-word report to the 
house labor committee, the bourd 
opposed suggestions of the American 
federation of labor and a half dozen 
congressmen for bu sic revisions in 
the law.

Harrisburg, May 8 (AP)—Oppon­ 
ents of several widely different pieces 
of legislation which would revamp 
Pennsylvania's relief setup and its 
teachers’ tenure law and permit pay 
cuts for teachers mustered their 
forces today for mass demonstrations 
of their protests.

He said WPA layoffs and the bi­ 
tuminous mine shutdown contribut­ 
ed largely to the Increase of 15 260 
persons to the rolls in the last week 
of April, bringing the total to 757,067 
“We are calling a one-day protest 
march at this time,” said the Al­ 
liance president, ‘but if the patron­ 
age-seeking legislators don't heed 
the voice of the unemployed to keep 
politics out of relief, we arc prepared 
to come again for a more extended 
stay until the Van Allsburg bill is 
defeated or vetoed ”

flowers to smile so happily while the faces of those whom he created in 
his own image wore a wreath of worry in so many lands. 
And then that story of “The Lark’s Flight” by Alexander Smith in 
his book “Dreamthorp’' came to me. and I could hear the song of the 
lark, as it soared away in the silence of the morning while those two 
unfortunate men, awaited their condemnation. 
No nation exactly knows its fate—nor does any of us, but just so long 
as a remnant of civilization remains, there will be flowers to greet us with 
their peace and cheer, their purpose fulfilled as they bud, bloom, and 
lose their fragrance in the air th at we breathe.

the degrees of PhJB., LL.B., and 
•LD. 
After completing his law course 
in 1891, he spent the following five 
years in seeing the world and com ­ 
ing to know his fellows by actual 
contact with them under all sorts 
of conditions. 
He worked as a re­ 
porter on daily papers in San Fran­ 
cisco and Denver, rode the range 
in the cow country, picked oranges 
in southern Louisiana, sold marble 
and granite, crossed the Atlantic 
twice on cattie ships, and made a 
third trip to Europe on business. 
Form* Business Philosophy 
T he 
acquaintances 
which 
he 
m ade in college and 
during his 
travels wefc of m aterial assistance 
in the early extension of Rotary. 
In 1896 he felt he had gained 
sufficient practical knowledge to be 
of service to Ids clients and opened 
a law office in Chicago. 
He had 
neither friends 
nor relatives in 
that city. 
He had m uch tim e for 
reflection and pondered much on 
conditions of life and business in a 
large city. 
In 1905, as a result of 
his studies and reflections, he had 
formulated a definite philosophy of 
business, he expounded his theory 
a few of his friends, each of whom 
was engaged in a different line of 
bnsiness, he expounded his theory 
to them, 
This group was the nucleus of the 
first Rotary club in the world, the 
Rotary Club of Chicago. 
Through 
th e work of Paul Harris and other 
members of the Chicago club, sim ­ 
ilar clubs began to be organized in 
a number of other cities. 
After a few years the necessity 
for some organization to bind these 
different clubs together became ap­ 
parent. 
Thereupon 
Paul 
Harris, 
Chesley Perry, and others organized 
the National Association of Rotary' 
Clubs in America, in 1910. 
When 
clubs were formed in Canada and 
Great Britain, making the m ove­ 
m ent international 
in scope, 
the 
nam e w as changed to Rotary I n ­ 
ternational 
Paul Harris was the first pres­ 
ident of the National Association 
and the first president of the In­ 
ternational Association of Rotary 
•Clubs and is President Emeritus of 
Rotary 
International. 
He 
has 
traveled extensively and has visited 
m any 
countries 
throughout 
the 
world In which there are Rotary 
clubs 
Active in Many Endeavors 
On July 2. 1910, he was married 
to Miss Jean Thom son, of Edin­ 
burgh. Scotland 
She has accom ­ 
panied him on many of his Rotary 
travels and has assisted him on 
entertaining many Rotary friends 
from all parts of the world at their 
home, “Comely Bank," in suburban 
Chicago. 
His frienship garden is 
one of the 
features of 
“Comely 
Bank.’* 
W hile Paul Harris has devoted 
much of his time to Rotary, he has 
also been prominent in civic and 
professional work. 
He Is honorary 
vice-president of the International 
Society for Crippled Children and 
has served as chairm an of the com ­ 
m ittee on professional ethics and 


member of the board of managers 
of the Chicago Bar association and 
representative of the Chicago Bar
